| The French ambassador in Ber- 
lin has acquainted me with your 
personal communicat.

In the hour, in which you speak 
of the most severe responsibility 


which two government chiefs can | 


assume under circumstances, that 
is, to spill the blood of two great 
peoples which are only longing 
for peace and work, I am Lound 
to tell you personally and our two 
peoples that the fate of peace still 
lies in your hands, 

You can neither have doubts 
as to my feelings toward Germany 
nor about the amicable feelings »f 
France for your nation. No 
Frenchman has done more than I 
have done myself in order not 
only to strengthen peace between 
our two peoples but also to assert 
an upright co-operation in their 
own interest as well as in the In- 
terest of Europe and the world. 

Conception of Honor, 

If you do not confide to the 
French people a less high concep- 
tion of honor than I myself con- 
fide to German peopie, you 
cannot doubt that France loyally 
fulfills its obligations toward 
other powers. Powers like for in- 
stance. Pollard, which, I am 
vinced, wants to live in 
with Germany. 

These two convictions are whol- 
lx compatible. 

Up to now, there is nothing 
which could prevent a_ peaceful 
solution of the international crisis 
with honor and dignity for 
peoples if the same will t 
prevails on all sides. 

With goodwill 
acknow the goodwill of 
her I myself assume the 
guarantees for this readiness 
which Poland always has shown 
for the mutual application of the 
procedure of a free exchange as 
one can imagine between the gov- 
ernments of two sovereign nations. 

Assurance Given. 

With my best conscience I can 
give you the assurance that among 
those differences which arose be- 
tween Germany and Poland over 
the Danzig question there is none 
which could not be subjected to 
such procedure for ‘a just and 
peaceful solution. 

Upon my honor T can also tes- 
tifv that in the clear and upright 
solidarity of France with Poland 
and their allies there is nothing 
which could in any way prejudice 
the peaceful feelings of my_father- 
land. This solidarity has never 
prevented us and does not prevent 
us today from upholding Poland in 
this peaceful attitude. 

In such a serious hour I believe 
sincerely that no noble thinking 
man could understand that a war 
of destruction should be undertak- 
en without a last attempt of a 
peaceful solution between Ger- 
many and Poland.

Changes Treatments. 

“It means that many ailments 
which previously have been treat- 
ed as infections are only allergies 
and should be treated as such.” 

Hay fever probably is the most 
widely known allergy. Its victims 
are now beginning their sniffling 
season. But there are many other 
ailments of the nose, ears and 
throat that result from allergies. 

The Atlanta doctor pointed out 
that two nationally-known medi- 
cal men—Dr. George Piness and 
Dr. Hyman Miller, of Los Angeles 
—have made a study of allergies. 
They have an article in the Au- 
gust 26 issue of The Journal of 


the American Medical Association. 


In agreement with their find- 
ings, the Atlanta doctor explained 


that unnecessary surgical opera- | 


tions are numerous because infec- 


the basis of allergic ailments. 
“Allergy,” the Californa doctors 
say, “is a nonsurgical disease of 
the nose and throat. The symp- 
toms of allergy are often mistaken 
for the symptoms of infection.” 
They go further by saying: 
“Allergy of the respiratory tract 
may go undiagnosed because the 
characteristic symptoms of hay 


fever or asthma are not present. 


Yet allergy alone produce 
chronic obstruction of the nose 
without sneezing and repeated 
bouts of a running and stuffy nose 
having little to do with infection 
although often dubbed ‘frequent 
colds’ or sinusitis.” 
Something to Talk About. 

It was pointed out that allergy 
alone may produce persistent sore 
throat and “stuffy” ears unrelated 
to inflammation or infection of 
the mouth, ears, nose or throat. 

This masquerader, however, 
may be a boon to the women. It 
will give them something else to 
talk about. Now they can talk 
about their allergies instead of 
their operations.

Prospects of Peace and Loot 

As this is written war still is avoidable in 
Europe, although extremely likely. Mediation 
is possible. 

This would provide, the best students of 
European affairs agree, but a temporary 
breathing spell. The real issue is not Danzig 
but the domination of Europe and the return 
of other German territory and colonies. This 
prevents real peace. 

Allied policies are to remove Spain and 
Italy from the German lineup. This is pos- 
sible because of that country’s alliance with 
Russia. They are working assiduously to ac- 
complish that desired fact. 


Meanwhile it becomes interesting to see 
what might be ahead in the alliance of Ger- 
many and Russia. There are five countries 
left in the world which did not exist in 1914. 
There were six. One of them, Czecho-Slovakia, 
already has fallen before the gunless march of 
Germany. 

It is next to impossible for England or 
France to send troops to help Poland or any of 
the small countries now in danger. 


‘The next prospects of bloodless loot, in- 
cluding Czecho-Slovakia already looted, but 
presented to complete the picture, are: 


Czecho-Slovakia—Area 38,600 square miles; 
population 10,500,000 (1930); Czecho-Slovakia 
was the realization of an ancient dream, the 
restoration of the traditional kingdom of Bo- 
hemia, fused from the territory of Bohemia, 
Moravia, part of Silesia, Slovakia and Carpa- 
tho-Ruthenia, taken from Austria and Hun- 
gary, the independence of the new nation was 
proclaimed October, 1918, with the famous 
“Treaty of Pittsburgh,” making that country 
bear a trade-mark “Made in the United 
States;” partially dismembered September, 
1938; protectorate of Germanv a few weeks 
later. 

Poland—Area, 150,052 square miles; popula- 
tion (1936), 33,823,000; over-run, partitioned, 
looted and relooted by Germans, Turks, 
Swedes, 992-1772; partioned among Russia, Aus- 
tria and Prussia, 1772-1792; abolished in 1796; 
became independent, October 15, 1918; ac- 
quired Polish Corridor, part of West Prussia 
from Germany, June 29, 1919; Germany's pres- 
ent objective. 

Danzig Free State—Area 754 square miles; 
population 407,000; located on Baltic sea with 
Polish Corridor to west, Poland to south and 
East Prussia, of which it formerly was a part, 
to the east; established under Treaty of Ver- 
sailles to create a port for Poland on Novem- 
ber 15, 1920; under protection of League of Na- 
tions; population largely German. (Germany's 
immediate objective). 

Esthonia—Area, 18,553 square miles; popu- 
lation (1934), 1,126,413; conquered by Danes, 
1219; sold to Germans, 1343; under Swedish 
“protection,” 1521-1721; under Russia, 1721- 
1917; proclaimed its independence, February 
24, 1918 (Russia has plans). 

Latvia—Area, 20,056 square miles; popula- 
tion (1935), 385,603; under Germany, other 
countries, 1260-1795; under Russia, 1795-1918; 
Latvian Republic proclaimed November 18, 
1918. (Ditto for Russia). 

Lithuania—Area, 21,489 square miles; popu- 
lation (1936), 2,499,529; part of Poland, 1386- 
1722; later partitioned between Russia and 
Prussia; independence proclaimed February 16, 
1918; seized Meme! from Germany, 1923; Ger- 
mans retook Memel, 1939. (Ditto again for Rus- 
sia and Germany). 

Finland—Area, 134,557 square miles; popu- 
lation (1930), 3,667,067; Swedish possession 
1157-1809; semi-independeht Russian province, 
1809-1917: declared its independence, Decem- 
ber 6, 1917. (Ditto again). 

Russia has no feeling of friendliness or ob- 
ligation toward England. One of the better 
pictures of why Russia would have no such 
feeling may be found in Bruce Lockhart's 
“British Agent,” which deals with England's 
effort to assist the “White” Russians. 

Tt is obvious that Russia longs to regain 
some of her old territory if she can with Ger- 
many’s aid.

Women As Breadwinners 


The report of the Washington bureau mak- 
ing surveys of conditions among working wom- 
en, under the supervision of the federal gov- 
ernment, that uncounted thousands of women 
are the sole support of their families, should 
cause no surprise. 

In making the study among 58,000 working 
women in Fort Wayne, Ind.; Bridgeport, Conn., 
and Richmond, Va., it was discovered that 43,- 
000 of these workers were living with their 
families. Ten per cent were the sole support 
of the family, while 20 per cent were supporting 
members of families maintained solely by wom- 
en. Furthermore, many of the sole supporters 
were also sole housekeepers, managing the 
home establishment after the day’s work in 
factory or office. 

If the calculations were carried out to a 
logical conclusion, it doubtless would have been 
learned that very few women, married or single, 
worked outside the home simply for the love 
of it. The vast majority would prefer staying 
at home—with satisfactory means of support. 
It is for the purpose of better supporting them- 
selves, or for helping support others, or for the 
purpose of providing extra things which would 
not be provided if dependence were placed 
solely upon others, that most women work 
outside the home. 

While a great many supposedly well-inform- 
ed people, and some not so well-informed, have 
advocated the dismissal of all working married 
women from business who have other means 
of support, the execution of the plan would be 
totally impracticable. It would be impractic- 
able because it would constitute making a de- 
cision as to what embraces satisfactory means 
of support. What would be satisfacory to one 
woman would be intensely inadequate to an- 


‘other. 


But as long as the United States remains a 
free republic, under the constitution and its 
bill of rights, there will be no designation by 
government authorities as to who may or may 
not work. 


A Part of the Loss 


The outbreak of a conflict in Europe would 
deprive that continent of an income from 
American tourists of approximately $500,000,- 
000 annually. This is,* incidentally, five and 
one-half times the sum which would be spent 
in the United States by tourists from Europe, 
according to a recently issued report of the 
United States Commerce Department, which 
estimated that Americans had spent $5,400,- 
000,000 on overseas travel since the close of the 
World War. 

This is but an isolated example for the 
astounding losses that result when nations re- 
sort to armed conflict. It is only a small por- 
tion of the national income of the countries of 
the old world, yet in itself demonstrates how 
war blocks all normal trade and travel and 
how the small items mount until the whole 
economic house of cards collapses of its own 
weight—weight without substance, a body 
without blood. 

There is, for the United States, the factor 
of loss also in thts stoppage of the’travels of 
spending Americans. For that $5,400,000,000 has 
in no small part financed the purchases of 
many European countries from these shores. It 
has furnished a not inconsiderable portion of 
the foreign exchange used by these countries 
in paying for the goods produced in American 
factories by American workmen.

ENGLAND ON THE SPOT England stands to lose either way 

she goes. If she goes to war she 
might encounter defeat, not so much from the force of German 
arms as from the shaky condition of the far-flung empire under 
which she has “dominion over palm and pine.” 


India not only can, but likely will, revolt if war comes and drags 
out a long course. That would require many troops. Palestine would 
be so harassed by Arabs that the mandate there would require men 
and equipment. There are other sources of trouble. 


If England does become partner to another “appeasement,” it 
will encourage the same action on the part of the trouble spots. It 
will cost England prestige and will convince any other nation or 
potential enemy that England will not fight. 


Those who admire England cannot believe she will sel] out Po- 
land. Perhaps she will not. But it does not seem logical that Eng- 
land will fight for Poland. Especially if peace may be had for 
a while by giving a corridor through the corridor to Danzig—and 
especially if Poland can be made to agree tg such a course.

Those who like to look back to history will recall that in the 
last World War England was within six weeks of losing the war, 
and at last won the decision, doubtful as it has been. 

They will recall also at the time Napoleon was active and had 
driven all the diplomatic and military efforts of England from the 
field, there came a battle called Waterloo. 

“God was at last bored with him,” said Victor Hugo of that 
great French general. 

It is conceivable that God at last will become bored with Hitler. 

History changes but little and human nature never. We have 
changed but little from the days of the wars of the old Testament 
or of wars before those days.

Isn't Necessary to Hustle 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Our fathers were fond of the saying: ‘‘They can't stand pros- 
perity.” It was used in reference to people who were squandering 
an inheritance or making a show or otherwise being foolish with 
newly-acquired money. 

Like most of the old sayings, it revealed a sour wisdom gained 
by long observation of human frailty, and time has served only to 
bring new evidence of its soundness. In fact, its application may 
be as varied and universal as human nature. 

Some years ago a certain man who was able to give a certain 
service received a message from the President of the United States 
requesting him to call. To those who have regard for the fitness of 
things, such a request from the President has the moral force of a 
command, but in this case the messenger brought back the short 
and graceless answer: “He knows where my office is. If he wants 
to see me, let him come here.” 

The man wasn't a political or class enemy. Ten years earlier 
he would have been flattered by such an opportunity to serve 
the great. But now he was a recognized expert, one of the few 
capable of giving the service desired, and success and monopoly had 
made him arrogant. He couldn't stand prosperity. 

One of the few blessings of the depression was a new birth of 
courtesy. People who had seemed indifferent or insulted when ask- 
ed for service during the era of easy profits suddenly became human 
again and gave the cash customer a glad hand. Doubtless prosperity 
is the natural state of man, as of other animals, but he isn't 
equipped to stand too much at once. 

The Serbs, while fighting for life and liberty against the might 
of Austria, were heroic good sportsmen who believed in equality 
and freedom for all men. But when they were given a country of 
their own to rule, their abuse of the Croat minority outraged the 
conscience of mankind, 

The Japanese were charming and unspoiled people until they 
defeated the betrayed and ill-supported soldiers of the ezar; then 
they began to invite the fate of the Proud Prussian, the Proud Don 
and the Proud Roman. 

The unrestrained kings of old and the idle millionaires of our 
time teach the same lesson. The “eccentric” is one unbalanced by 
the burden of too much freedom. Few can remain normal without 
the restraint of law and public opinion. 

Striving for Utopia is fun, but we aren't ready for it yet. After 
a few years of it, few of us would be worth killing.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—(A) 
The Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation reported today that 
its 13.569 insured banks had a 
record high total of $52,327,000,- 
000 of deposits on June 30. 

This was 10 per cent higher 
than a year ago. The corporation 
said the gain was spread over in- 
dividual, corporation and other 
types of deposits. 

Assets of the insured banks also 
reached a new high of $59,426,- 
000,000, or 9 per cent more than 
a year ago. 

Of the banks’ assets, 33 per cent 
were held in cash, and 30 per cent 
in government obligations. 

Loans and discounts, which to- 
taled $16,040,000,000 were two per 
cent higher than a year ago. 

Holdings of federal, state and 
local bonds increased sharply dur- 
ing the year.

cool and dry. If moisture collects 
beneath the paraffin, it may break 
the seal and permit the entrance 
If the 
jelly must be stored in a warm or 
a moist atmosphere, it should be 
in a container made airtight with 
a rubber or a composition gasket. 
Other causes of spoilage are fail- 
ure to sterilize the glasses and im- 
perfect sealing with paraffin. 

Q. How may I remove printed 
lettering from flour, salt, and sug- 
ar sacks? 

A. Soak the bags in kerosene, 


roll them tightly together, and lay 


aside for 24 hours. Then put the 
sacks in cold water, and rub un- 
til the designs are removed. Fi- 
nally, wash the sacks in heavy 
suds. Success of this method de- 
pends partly on the kind of ink 
used on the sack. Sometimes the 
last traces of ink are removed by 
boiling the material for half an 
hour after it has been scrubbed 
with soap and hot water.

County prison wardens from 
every section of the state met here 
over the week end to perfect an 
organization which will have as 
it- principal objectives the reduc- 
tion of the number of escapes and 
the establishment of effective seg- 
regation systems for youths and 
first offenders.
